London, Jan, 29.—The city of Lon- 
don took on a war-time appearance 
today when the second battalion of} 
the famous Coldstream Guards, the 
most ancient English regiment, of 
which King George is colonel in chief, 
marched through cheering crowds 
from Wellington barracks to Waterloo 
station en route for China. 

As in the days of the great war, 
sweethearts and mothers marched 
with the soldiers to the tune, “Tipper: | 
ary,” “Shanghai,” and “The Girl I left 
sechind Me.” There were one or two 
incidents when Reds distributed rabid 
“stop the war’ pamphlets, but the, 
Tommies’ relatives themselves silenc- 
ed the demonstrators.

FLOWERS THAT QUARREL

frozen. Now, why build a root cel- 
lar that is going to keep a_ fellow 
awake worrying if it. is going to 
freeze? About ten years ago three 
men, including myself, constructed a 
first class cellar, or ayhat we thought 
was a first class one. Everything 
was done according to the plan—dou- 
ble doors, donble roof, double walls 
and papered, Freezing seemed impos- 
sible. The cellar took six weeks to 
build and it froze solid. Now exper- 
ience keeps an expensive school, 
Anyone wanting to build a real root 
cellar is invited to try this plan: 
I have a cellar on the top of a hill 
dug on the level, 10x12, 6 feet deep. 
Over this dug out 1 rolled the biggest 
logs 1 could find, approximately 14 
feet long. extending two feet over the 
side walls, Over these logs T put the 
earth which 1 had taken out. After 
1 had this finished it looked like a 
huge grave, no holes any. plaee, in 
fuct, airtight. On one end of the cel- 
lar, about 3 fet away, | dug myself 
into the cellar. Just a mian-hole big 
enough to get in and large enough 
fo pull a sack of potatoes out with a 
rope, This cellar has stood the test 


pot 40 below, and has no door on it, 


I use an old trunk lid tor the purpose 
with sacks nailed onto it. and cover 
this with about (wo feet of snow, My 
potatoes keep fine and never sprout in 
the summer, I may add it is timbered 
up inside and it took me five days to 
complete the whole thing, and not a 
nickel fer lumber, or 
Whatever,
